As part of the Crininal Law Bill, now before Parliament, 
trespass will be converted from a civil offence to a criminal 
one. The aim of this is to put an end to industrial occupations, 
student sit-ins, squatting and all other forms of direct action 
which involve being on someone else's property# Since most of 
us don't own property we spend all of our lives on that belong¬ 
ing to others (including the State). The Campaign Against a 
Criadnal Trespass Law (GACTL) exists to help ensure that this 
measure does not become law and, if it does, to make its imp¬ 
lementation impossible. 


In recent years there has been a great upsurge in the number of industrial occ¬ 
upations. Workers at Upper Clyde Shipbuilders saved the livelihood of thousands 
by a work-in. An occupation at the motorcycle factory of Triumph-Meriden enabled 
a workers' co-operative to be set up when the firm was threatened with closure. 
But these well-documented examples are but the tip of the iceberg. Locally, 
workers at the Hallam group in Eastwood have occupied their factory to save jobs 
and in Kirkby there has been similar action at Fisher Bendik/^^^* Workers in 
traditionally non-militant sectors have used the tactic - at present there is 
an occupation/work-in at the Elisabeth Garrett Anderson hospital in London. 

This is a hospital for women run by women and it was scheduled for closure 

the government spending cuts. Staff, patients and supporters are determined that 

it should not close. 


Faced with this growing militancy the Tory government in 1972 asked the Uw Com¬ 
mission to propose now laws to ieal with the situation. The result was the ser¬ 
ies of measures now going through Parliament sponsored by the Labour government.

In order to minimize the opposition to the Crininal Trespass proposals the govern¬ 
ment and press have claimed that they are aimed solely at squatters. There has 
been a campaign of lies portraying squatters as "dirty, drug-crazed hippies and 
"anti-social layabouts". If only it wore truel If only millions of stoned freaks 
were waiting to swoop down and squat in the palatial homes of the rich and famous 
the moment they popped down the road to an opera, thereby destroying the very 
fabric of our civilization. Unfortunately we have to live with reality 
that we shouldn't try to change it). The reality is that of the 40,000 squatters 
in Britain today the vast majority are made up of families who are being used as 
pawns in the political power game. The Home Secretary admitted in a parliamentary 
answer (21st June 1976) that the squatting of occupied homes happened very 
rarely”o A year previously Sir Robert Mark (former Ifetropolitan Police Ooicmis-^ 
sionerf said that the police had sufficient powers to intervene in these situations 
and, in fact, did so. A report on squatting commissioned by the Department oi 

the Environment mas finished in August last

The big battalions 
of the T.U.C. have been very slew te recognize any danger. The Liberal Party 
leadership refuses te accept that there is any threat* The Labour Party seems 
just »et te be interested* The main opposition to the State has come from com^.

You have most likely read the letter from the wife, of a Ford worker. 
Here's^a letter about life with someone'out of work. 

Every day is the same, no money, nowhere to go but sit at home 
watching T.V., nothing to do for men, well some men. If all men are 
like my husband, I'm glad ±g say they're not.- He would sit around 
moaning that there's nothing: to.do and' that he's fed up. But he 
wouldn't help me. with the children„or the home. If he .had any money he 
v/ould go to the pub., or the betting, shop and lose what money we had. I 
say had but really I never had any, he would only give me eight 
pounds a week to feed eight of us. I would go shopping with a list of 
things I could afford and. nothong else, I used to hate going shopping, 

I didn't like the kids coming 'wi„th-me because they would v/ant things I 
just couldn't get. My husband would be that fed up,“he was always in a 
bad mood. The kids■had.to watch what they said or did, they weren't ' 
allov'/ed to dp much anyway, but sit, down and keep quiet. 

If they did :make a noise-, which most kids do ¥^heh they play, they 
would get a bloody good belting. The days my husband w^ent to."the pub 
were awful, we daren't make a noise, the kids couldn't even be seen 
talking to me. V/e had to walk- round the housre very quietly. I think it 
was the kids who v/ere worst off. .They couldn't have the things other " 

kids got, like holidays, new clothes’, or good toys. 1 did. what Ii could, 

I used to knit for them, and try and give-them a little spending money. 

We v/eren't- really living at all, just existing, eating enough'food 
to keep us alive (for v/hat I don't know). But I suppose it depends 
v/hat you want, out of life, money or time to do things you would like. 

It would- be- better if people had both money and time. I get confused 
thinking about v.^hat could or should be done to give people more freedom'. 

I think the main problem, is the bosses and those-- who are making all the 
money. Surely they could share the work out^ so that everybody does 
work a few hours a day. Then peo|}le would have tome to spend v/ith 
their families,. freinds or just do what> they liked best.. .Whether 
you work or not pe.ople aren't happy, its money that's ' the problem. If 
that F.ord - v^orker got -really good money and 'did less' hours ,. his v^ife 
wouldn't have , to go out to work. If "Unemployed- people got depent money 
so they'c.ouid afford a holiday-it would help. - But' that's IF or is it
